&c. To all and ſundry Our good Subjes whom theſe Preſents do or may Concern , Greetirg, Whereas by Our 

Royal Proclamation of the Date the 12th Day of February 1685. We were Graciouſly plealcd, for the Cauſes, and 

on the Terms therein mentioned, to grant Our Royal Tolcration to the Profeſſors of the Chriſtian Religion therein 

named 4 Polos and under certain Reſiritions and Limitations ; A!l which arc in the ſaid Proclamation mere at length 
expreſſcd. 

We now taking into Our Royal Conſideration the finiſtruous Interpretations which cither have, or may be made, 

of ſome Reſtrictions therein mentioned, Have thought fit, by this Our Reyal Proclamation, further to declare, That 

We will prote&t Our Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and all Our Subje&s of the Proteſtant Religion, in the free Exerciſe 


of their Proteſtant Religion, as it is by Law Eſtabliſhed, and in the Quiet and Full Injoyment of all their Poſſellions, 
without any Moleſtation or Ditturbance whatſoever. 


And We do likewiſe, by Oar Sor creign Authority, Prerogative Royal. and Abſolute Powers Suſpend, Stop, and Diſable all Penal and 
Sanguinary Laws made againſt any for Nonconformity to the Religion Eftabliſhed by Law in that Our Ancient Kingdom , or for Exerciſing 
nm os Worſhips, Religions, Rites and Ceremonies; All which Laws are hereby Stopt, Suſpended, and Diſabled, to all Intents and 

urpoſes. 

And to the End, that by the Liberty thereby granted, the Peace and Security of Our Government, in the PraQtice thereof, may not be En- 
dangered, We have thought fit, and do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command all Our Loving SubjeQts, that as we do give them leave tr 
meet and ſerve God after their own Way and Manner, be it in Private Houſes, Chappels, or Places purpoſely Hired or Built for that Uſe, (c 
that they take Care that nothing be Preached or Taught among them which may any ways tend to Alienat the Hearts of our People from 
Us, or our Government, and that their Meetings be peaceable, openly and publickly held, and all Perſons freely admitted to them, and 
that they do lignifie and make known to ſome one or more of the next Privy Counſellors, Sheriffs, Stewards, Baillics, Juſtices of the Peace 
or Magiſtrats cf 'Burgs-Royal, what Place or Places they ſet a part for theſe uſes, with the Names of the Preachers.

ther Command all Otr Judges, Magiſtrats, and Officers of Our Forces, to proſecute ſuch as ſhall be Guilty cf the ſaids Field Conventicles, or 
Aſſemblies with the outmoſt Rigour, as they would avoid Our Higheſt Diſpleaſure ; For We are confident none will, after theſe Liberties and 
Freedoms We have given to All, without Reſerve,to ſerve God in their own Ways preſume to meet inaheſe Aﬀemblies, except ſuch as make 
a Pretence of Religion, to cover their Treaſonable Deſigns againſt Cur Royal Perſon, and the Peace of Our Government.

Bout half an hour paſt Ten in the Morning, the Lords and Commons came from Weſtminſter to White-hall, in 
cheir Coaches, and alighting at the Gate, went up into the Banquetting-houle, where they preſented the Prince 
and Princeſs of Orange with an Inſtrument in Writing, for Declaring their Highnefles King and Queen of 
England, France and Irelard, and the Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging ; deſiring them to ac- 

cept the Crown purſuant to the {aid Declaration, which their Highneſles accepting accordingly, the (aid Lords and Com- 

mons came down ayain to White-hall-gate, preceded by the Speakers of their reſpective Floules, each attended with a 

Sergeant at Arms ; where they found the Heralds of Arms, the Sergeants at Arms, the Trumpets, and other Officers, all 

in readinels, being a{fembled by Orders from the Duke of Norfolk, Earl-Marſhal of England. And Sir Thomas St. 

George Kniyhe Garter, Principal King of Arms, having received a Procſamation, and an Order from the Lords Houſe to the 

Kings Heralds and Purſuivants of Arms, for Publiching or Proclaiming the ſame forchwith : The perſons concern'd, diſpo- 

ied themſelves in order before the Court-gate, for making the faid Proclamation ; And the Trumpets having founded a 

Call chree ſeveral times, the laſt of which was an{wer'd by a great Shout of the Vaſt Multitudes of Pcople there affem- 

bled ; the Noiſe ceaſing, the {aid Garter, King of Arms, read the {aid Proclamation by ſhort Sentences or Periods, which 

was thereupon proclaim'd aloud by Robert Deveniſſ,, Flq, Tork Herald, being the Senzor Herald, in theſe words: 


Whereas it hath pleaſed Almighty God , in his great Mercy to this Kingdom, QC. 


Which being ended, and the Trampers founding a Flouriſh, was anſwer'd by ſeveral repeated Shouts of the People. 

And Directions being given to proclaim the ſame within Temple-Bar, in Cheap-ſide, and at the Royal-Exchange, the Pro- 
cceding marched in this manner : 

Firſt, the ſeveral Beadles of the Liberties of IVeſtnrinſter 3 Next, the Conſtables of che ſaid Libertics,all on foot, with che 
High-Conſtable on horſe-back ; After-chem, the Head- Bailiff of Weſtminſter, and his Men, all with white Scaves, to clear 
the way, on horſe-back ; Ther the Knight-Marſhals Men, alſo on horſe-back ; Next to theſe a Claſs of Trumpets, Nine 
in all, wiz. 2, 2, 2, and 3 followed by the Sergeant-Trumpeter, carrying his Mace on his ſhoulder, all likewiſe on horſe. 
back; Then a Purſuivant of Arms ſingle 3 Then a Purſuivant and a Sergeant at Arms ; Another Purſuivant and a Sergeant 
at Arms ; Then four Heralds of Arms, one after another, each with a Sergeant at Arms on his left hand, the Heralds and 
Purſuivants being all in their Rich Coats of the Royal Arms, and the Sergeants at Arms, each carrying his Mace on his 
ſhonlder,and all on horſe-back ; Then Garter King of Arms in his rich Coat of Arms, carrying the Proclamation, accom- 
panied by Sir Tho. Duppa, Ke. Gentleman-Ulſher of the. Black Rod, in his Crimſon Mantle of the Order of the Garter, and 
his Black Rod of Office, likewiſe on horſe-back. | 

Theſe immediately preceded the Marqueſs of Halifax, who executed the Place of Speaker in the Houle of Lords, in 
his Coach, attended by Sir Roger Harfnet, eldeſt Serjeant at Arms, with his Mace. Then follow'd Henry Powle Eſq; 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, in his Coach, attended by John Tophanz Eſq; Serjeant at Arms to the ſaid Houſe, with 
his Mace. Aﬀer the two Speakers of the Houſes, followed the Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marſhal, and Primier Duke of 
England, in his Coach, with his Marſhals Staff in his hand. And next to him all the Peers in order in their Coaches, 
And Jaſt of all the Members of the Houle of Commons in their Coaches. In this Order they proceeded towards 
Temple-bar ; and being come as far as the Maypole in the Strand, two of the Officers of Arms with a Sergeant at Arms, 
and Two Trumpets went before to Temple-bar, and the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Sherifts, being by this time arrived 
there, and having ordered the Gates to be ſhut, the Herald at Arms knocked thereat , whereupon the Sheriff; bciag on 
Horſeback, came to the Gate, and the ſaid Herald acquainting them, That he came by Order of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral aſſembled at Weſtminſter, to demand Entrance into that Famons City, for the Proclaiming of William and Mary, King 
and Queen of England, France, and Ireland, and the Dominions and Territories thereunto belouging ; and therefore required 
their ſpeedy Anſwer. The ſaid Sheriffs ordered the Gates to be opened. Whereupon leaving the Head-Bayliff, Conſta- 
bles, and Beadles of Weſtminſter without the Barr, the reſt of the Proceeding entred, where they found the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, Recorder, and Sheriffs, all in their Formalities and on Horſeback, except the Lord Mayor who was in his 
Coach, attended by the Sword-bearer, and other of his Officers, who joyfully receiving them, they made a ſtand between 
the two Temple-Gates, and Proclaimed their Majeſties a ſecond time. From whence they marched towards Cheap-ſrde, 
a Claſs of the City-Trumpets, and the Lord Mayor's Livery-men leading the way, and the faid Aldermen, and Lord 
Mayor falling into the Proceeding : And near Wood-ſtreet end ( the place where Cheap-ſide-Crols formerly ſtood ) they 
made another ſtand, and Proclaimed their Majeſties a third time. And arriving at the Royal Exchange about Two of the 
Clock, they Proclaimed them a fourth time ; and at each Proclamation the vaſt mulritudes of SpeCtators who thronged the 
Streets, Balconies and Windows, filled the Air with loud and repeated ſhouts and expreſlions of Joy. Within Temple-bar, 
and all along Fletſtreet, the Orange Regiment of the City Militia, lined both ſides of the way , as did the Green Regi- 
ment within Ludgate and St. Paul's Church-yard ; the Blew Regiment in Cheap-ſide, and the White in Cornhil.

ing the Rebellion of this Kingdom ; That We hold it reaſonable to think of 
wes Mercy, and to have Compaſſion upon thoſe whom We judge to have been
